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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  o f the  Chailey  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lori^,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  i960. 

This  report  includes  the  period  up  to  Dr.  Lobban^s  death  in 
May  and  the  short  period  from  November  1st  until  the  end  of  the  year 
following  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Males  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

There  v'as  a marked  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified.  This  was  due  to  the  comparative  absence  of  measles 
during  the  year.  Notification  of  this  inevitable  infectious  disease 
now  serves  no  useful  purpose  whatsoever.  It  merely  provides  extra 
work  for  general  practitioners  and  public  health  staffs  particularly 
in  a measles  year.  The  whole  system  of  notification  of  infectious 
disease  should  be  revised  to  bring  it  into  line  with  modern  medical 
practice . 

Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  provision  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  district.  The  list 
of  completed  schemes  continues  to  grow  but  there  are  still  a con- 
siderable number  of  areas  in  the  district  without  main  drainage,  the 
majority  of  which  will  require  attention  in  the  years  to  come. 

Housing  still,  remains  a problem  in  the  area  and  although  the 
number  of  unfit  houses  is  decreasing  all  the  time,  many  still  linger 
on  after  their  useful  life  has  ended.  It  is  a sad  reflection  in 
these  days  of  great  scientific  progress  that  families  should  be 
condemned  to  live  in  unfit  houses  with  few  amenities  for  decent 
living . 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I have  received 
from  them  since  my  appointment.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Kent 
and  his  assistants  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  to  the  other 
officials  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation.

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In  order  to  compare  death  rates  and  birth  rates  in  different  parts 
of  the  country,  the  Registrar-General  supplies  comparability  factors 
for  every  district,  so  as  to  adjust  for  irregularities  regarding  age 
and  sex  in  the  local  population,  A.pplying  a comparability  factor  of 
1.17  to  the  crude  birth  rate  of  12.5,  the  adjusted  rate  becomes  14.6 
which  is  still  considerably  below  the  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  at 
17.1.  Similarly  a comparability  factor  of  0,62  applied  to  the  death 
rate  makes  the  adjusted  rate  11.5.  This  is  identical  v/ith  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales .

^ population  shows  an  increase  of  280  over  the  figure  of  21,350 

for  1959.  This  is  over  1,100  higher  than  the  total  recorded  Immediately 
boundary  adjustments  in  1952  and  1953.  The  indications  are 
that  the  population  will  continue  to  grow  during  the  foreseeable  future.

MATERIAL  I'.rORT AL ITY 


No  case  of  maternal  mortality  v/as  recorded  in  the  Chailey  Rural 
District  during  I960.  The  last  case  of  maternal  mortality  in  the  District 
occurred  in  1949,  since  when  2,853  births  have  taken  place. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


Eight,  infant  deaths  occurred  during  I960.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  29.6.  However,  in  small  populations  too  much  importance 
should  not  be  attched  to  these  figures  since  a difference  of  one  or  two 
deaths  makes  a very  large  variation  in  the  rate  per  1,000. 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  I960  was  12.5  per  1,000  copulation.  This 
is  about  the  yearly  average  for  the  district  and  represents  270  live  births. 
Applying  the  area  comparability  factor  of  1.17,  the  adjusted  rate  becomes 
14.6,  vjhich  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  17.1. 

DEATH  RATE 

The  crude  death  rate  for  I960  was  l8.5  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  rate  is  11,55  ’the  sam.e  as  that  for  England  and  ^'^ales.  The 
average  age  at  death  of  Chailey  residents  was  72.7  years. 

Highest  age  at  death  was  99  years. 

Lowest  age  at  death  was  5 minutes.

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SECTION  II 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 
Public  Health  Facilities  of  the  Local  Authority 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for t he  Rural  District  of  Chailey  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for t he  Borough  of  Lewes  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Newhaven 
and  Sea ford. 

One  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  a nd  three  Public  Health 
Inspectors  carried  out  duties  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
Ambulance 

This  service  is  supplied  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council, 
which  arranges  for  the  three  ambiilances  and  one  dual  purpose  sitting 
vehicle  stationed  at  Lewes  to  be  available  for  the  transfer  of 
cases  into  hospital  from  this  area,  with  the  following  exceptions. 

Cases  from  Ditchling  and  Wivelsfield  are  transported  by  the  service 
stationed  afliayvrards  Heath,  and  those  from  South  Heighton,  Peacehaven, 
Tarring  Neville,  Piddinghoe  and  Telscombe,  by  the  service  stationed 
at  Newhaven. 

With  the  exception  of  the  area  served  by  the  ambulance  at 
Newhaven  both  infectious  and  non-inf ectious  cases  are  conveyed  in 
the  same  ambulances  and  arrangements  are  in  being  for  the  disinfection 
of  ambulances,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  after  use  for  the  transport 
of  an  infectious  case.  The  Newhaven  ambulance,  hovrever,  is  not 
available  for  the  transport  of  infectious  disease  cases,  but  under 
the  provision  of  the  Ambulance  Scheme,  ambulances  from  adjacent 
ambulance  stations  can  be  called  upon,  if  required,  for  the  con- 
veyance of  such  cases.  Generally,  arrangements  are  made  for  any 
further  calls  received  when  all  the  ambulances  of  a particular 
station  are  out  on  duty  to  be  dealt  with  by  another  station  in  the 
County  Council’s  area. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council  provides  facilities  for t he 
transport  of  tuberculous  patients. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  as 
empowered  by  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
has  arranged  for  this  service  to  be  provided  by  the  East  Sussex 
County  Nursing  Association  through  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 

Hospitals . 

Although  there  are  no  hospital  facilities  in  the  area  of  the 
Chailey  Rural  District,  hospital  and  specialist  survices  are  provided 
by  hospitals  within  the  areas  of  adjacent  districts.  These  services 
are  provided  in  Eastbourne  by  the  Eastbourne  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  in  Brighton,  Le’-^es  and  Newhaven  by  the  Brighton  and 
Lewes  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Both  these  Management  Committees 
are  in  the  area  of  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Boa  rd , 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
admitted  into  Foredo‘'»7n  Hospital,  Portslado.  Any  case  of  smallpox 
occurring  in  the  district  should  be  sent  to  the  River  Hospitals, 
Long  reach,  Hartford,  Kent.

Generally  throughout  the  District  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year  on  the  various  projects  referred  to  in 
the  last  Report. 

Kingston 

This  contract  is  now  practically  complete  and  nearly  all  the 
village  area  has  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  Works  are  pro- 
ducing a satisfactory  effluent  and  a long  standing  need  for  the 
sewer  has  been  met  in  this  village, 

Rodmell 

The  sewerage  scheme  in  this  parish  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  practically  all  the  properties  in  the  village  have  now  been 
connected  resulting  in  a benefit  generally  to  the  parish. 

Plumpton 

The  Vforks  at  Wales  Farm  are  now  working  satisfactorily  and  all  the 
drain  extensions  proposed  to  the  Council  cottages  and  the  t'ales  Farm 
Cottages  have  been  completed. 

Plumpton  Green 

The  work  on  the  first  phase  of  the  Sev,/age  Disposal  scheme  was 
commenced  and  is  now  v/ell  under  way. 

South  Heighten 

The  sewers  at  South  Heighten  have  now  been  completed  and  the 
pumping  station  is  working  satisfactorily.  The  sewage  is  being  pumped 
into  the  sewers  in  the  Newhaven  U.D.C.  As  a result  of  the  sewerage 
scheme  a very  serious  nuisance  has  been  abted  and  the  village  now 
enjoys  better  living  conditions. 

Peacehaven 

V/ork  on  the  sewer  extensions  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
four  pumping  stations  to'  serve  areas  at  the  East  end  of  Peacehaven 
are  under  construction.  This  work  is  being  carried  out  in  advance 
of  the  County  Council’s  Private  Streets  Works  Act  programme. 

As  a result  of  the  work  of  the  last  few  years  a very  noticeable 
difference  in  the  character  and  development  of  Peacehaven  can  be- 
observed  and  'the  locality  is  now  taking  on  the  atmosphere  of  a more 
complete  tovmship. 

During  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Peacehaven,  Telscombe  and 
Saltdean  324  properties  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers  making  a 
total  to  the  3lst  December,  i960  of  937 • 

Newick  and  Chailey 

The  work  on  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Newick  and  the  ex- 
tension of  the  sewers  to  the  locality  of  North  Chailey  proceeded 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and.  it  is  expected  that  work  of 
connection  will  be  possible  by  some  time  in  the  middle  of  1961. 

Bar combe 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  work  on  reconstruction  of 
Barcom.be  Sex\rage  Disposal  Works  commenced  late  in  the  year  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  v;ill  be  completed  before  the  end  of  1961. 
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Ringmer 


As  reported  last  year  a new  21”  main  sewer  was  laid  to  part  of  ‘ 
this  scheme  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  a record  ever  flood 
level  in  this  vicinity  the  enlarged  se\\"er  was  able  to  cope  with  the 
vast  amount  of  stormwater  vrhich  has  caused  so  much  trouble  in  the 
past . 

There  is  considerable  development  in  this  parish  and  the  load 
on  the  sewer  is  consequently  increasing.  The  indications  are  that 
in  the  very  near  future  further  extensions  v/ill  be  necessary  of  the 
treatment  plant, 

Ditchling 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  during  the  year  a decision  was  taken 
to  extend  the  Council’s  sewer  to  serve  North  End,  This  has  been 
urgently  needed  for  some  years  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  may  commence 
some  time  in  1961. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

House  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  once  fortnightly  through- 
out the  district,  kerbside  collection  being  general  in  most  parishes. 
At  Peacehaven  and  Telscombe  conditions  this  year  have  been  more 
difficult  than  ever  due  to  the  great  amount  of  work  now  being  done 
in  the  making  up  of  private  streets.  These  two  parishes  continue 
to  grow  rapidly  with  a consequent  increase  in  the  volume  of  house 
refuse. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  conjunction  with  the 
Borough  of  Lewes. 

ANTI-LITTER  CAMPAIGN 


More  litter  bins  have  been  provided  at  various  points  throughout 
the  district  and  all  have  been  regularly  emptied.  Towards  the  end 
of  last  year  the  Council  decided  to  give  a special  service  for  the 
clearance  of  a c cumulations  of  rubbish  and  of  bulky  objects  on 
request.  During  the  year  173  of  these  requests  were  received  and 
dealt  with, 

DUSTBINS 

The  dustbin  hire  scheme  continued  its  steady  progress  during 
the  year.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  dustbins  on 
hire  amounted  to  1,357  3s  compared  with  1,306  in  1959. 

CESSPOOL  EIOTYIWG 


Five  cesspool  enptiers  are  maintained  for  this  service.  Charges 
made  for  the  service  are  approximately  39^  of  the  cost,  the  remaining 
6l^  being  a rate  borne  charge.  Income  from  the  charges  amiounted  to 
£39345.  During  the  year  8,583  loads  were  taken  out  of  4,221  cess- 
pools being  a reduction  of  approximately  ^fo  for  the  year. 

Conditions  during  the  year  made  the  difficulties  of  disposal 
referred  to  last  year  even  more  difficult.

Since  immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  first  introduced, 
there  has  been  a persistent  and  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria,  and  also  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

This  fall  continued  until  a year  or  two  ago,  and  it  now  appears  that 
diphtheria  is  on  the  increase  once  again,  i cannot  urge  parents  too 
strongly  to  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  against  this 
disease,  since  almost  all  the  cases  and  deaths  occur  amongst  non- 
imunissd  children.  It  has  become  all  too  common  for  diphtheria  to  be 
regarded  as  a disease  of  little  importance,  end  to  think  that  because  it 
is  no  longer  prevalent,  there  is  no  need  to  have  children  immunised. 
This  is  a very  dangerous  practice,  and  every  child  should  be  imm- 
unised during  infancy,  and  again  at  the  start  of  school  life.

Tubeigcplosis 


In  i960  twenty -three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
one  case  of  non-pulmona ry  tuberculosis  were  notified,  whilst  during 
the  year  there  were  four  deaths  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
one  due  to  non-pulmona ry  tuberculosis.  Of  the  cases  notified,  nine 
pulmonary  cases  and  one  non-pulmona ry  case  Mere  transfers  into  the 
area  which  had  previously  been  notified  elsewhere.  In  addition, 
one  pulmonary  case  re-entered  the  district,  having  left  the  area 
in  a previous  year,  A.  total  of  thriteen  pulmonary  cases  never 
previously  notified  remains  after  deducting  the  transfers  in.
